TWENTY WOMEN IN 


A GANG OF SIXTY 


Dispute Over Division of 
Spoils Puts Blackmailers 
in Law's Hands. 


Chicago, 
Sept. 
18.—Confession 
has 
been made by two members of tlie al- 
leged syndicate of alleged blackmailers, 
eight of whom arc under arrest here, 
that operations of the swindlers netted 
them 91,000,000 during the la^^t year, 
federal officers announced today. 


The confessions, it was said, disclosed 
that the alleged band numbers 
sixty 
persons, a third of whicii are Avomen. 
A dispute over the division uf spoils, ii 
v a s said, led to the confessions. Arrest 
of a score or more members of the syn- 
dicate arc expected within a week. 


After Women Involved.

dicate" was believed tu be in M. 
and the Jxis Anídeles authorities Mere 
asked to locate the sender of a tele- 
gram addressed to Helen Evers, one of 
the women arrested here, which read: 


"Simon says thumb.s up. 
Two men 
are holding me. 
Watch the lire es- 
capes." 


Operation.^ of the syndicate, 
which 
now appears to have been of interna- 
tional proportions, were not confined to 
the blackmailing of wealthy men and 
women, according to information de- 
veloped today. 
Among the effects in 
the office of "Doc" Edward Donahne, one 
of the men caught in the Saturday night 
raid, was stationery 
of the "United 
Turf Exchange." with "headquarters in 
New York 
ai.d 
off.ces 
all 
over the 
world."' 
There were also cipher codes 
for deciphering 
messages 
received by 
wire, telling wliat horses to bet on. how 
much to bet, what races and i)osilions 
to play.

COUNTER ATTACKS 
WITHOUT SUCCESS 


Von Mackensen's Men Make 
Steady Progress in 
Rumania. 


Today's War News 


Given in Summary 


The new thrust by the French 
south of the river Somme in north- 
ern 
France where the 
important 
railway town of Chaulnes is their 
objective, has resulted in the com- 
plete encircling of the village of De- 
niecourt, the Paris war office an- 
nounced today. 
Deniecourt formed 
the center of the wedge the French 
are driving into the German lines 
north of Chaulnes, its 
resistance 
holding up their advance between 
Berny 
and 
Vermandovillers, com- 
plete occupation of which villages 
by the French was announced last 
night. 


Further progress has been made 
by the French in this region and 
heavy counter attack« by th^ -Gçr-- 
mans^on the new'French 
both north and south of thé Somme, 
have been repulsed, according to to- 
day's report which announces that 
the 
Germans sustained 
enormous 
losses, two battalions being nearly 
wiped out. The French have taken 
1,120 prisoners and ten 
machine 
guns. 


The British are keeping up their 
forward push north of the Somme, 
scoring their advances, however, at 
isolated points, apparently in opera- 
tions to straighten their lines and 
secure 
their 
hold 
on 
.capture¿< 
ground. 


London today reports an appre- 
ciable advance on the left flank 
where the British line has driven 
further toward Lesars, along the 
Pozieres-Bapaume 
road 
north 
of 
Martinpuich and east of Courcel- 
ette. 


On the macedonian front an en- 
tente attack in the Struma valley 
northeast of Saloniki, was repulsed 
by the Bulgarians, the Sofia war of- 
fies announces, a counter 
attack 
fording the entente troops back to 
the west bank of the river. 


The forces under Field Marshal 
von 
Mackensenare 
continuing 
to 
progress in their campaign in the 
Rumanian 
province 
of 
Dobrudja, 
Sofia reports. 
Some indication of 
stronger resistance by the Ruman- 
ians and Russians, however, is furn- 
ished fay the official statement which 
reports heavy counter attacks. 


Taris, 
Sept. 
18.—(Xoon)—The (jer- 
inans lost heavily in several counter at- 
tacks north and south of the Soninie last 
niglit the war office announced today. 
The French maintained the ground re- 
cently won and made further progress 
near Clery and Berny and on tho east- 
ern edge of Deniecurt. The French took 
1,200 pri.'?oners and ten machine guns, 
the 
statement 
says. 
The 
town 
of 
Deniecourt is now completely encircled 
by the French. 


Pri.soners report tJiat enormous losses 
have been sustained by some of the (jier- 
man formations. 
The statement 
says 
two battalions were almost annihilated 
by the French artillery. 


HAVE ABANDONED IT. 


Berlin Announces Betirement from De- 
niecourt and other Points. 


Berlin, Sept. 18.—The allied (entente) 
forces in eastern Rumania have received 
reinforcements, the >\-av office announced 
today. 
They 
have taken 
up a

across the Dobrudja, a few miles south 
of the railroad running from Constanza 
to the Danube. 


Abandonment by the Germans of the 
village of Berney and Deniecourt, 
to- 
gether with positions between Barleux 
and Vermandovillers, south of the river 
Somme is reported in today's official 
statement. North of the river, the state- 
ment says, the lighting developed favor- 
ably to the Germans.

GEN. MILLS,HFOF 


. MILlp-^fflS, DIES 


Noted Aiiiy Officer Falls 
Victim to Pneumonia 
Very Suddenly. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 18.—Major 
General Albert Mills, chief of the di- 
vision of militia affairs, died at his 
home here today after a short illness 
from pneumonia. 


General Mills was a native of Xew 
.York and was appointed to the military 
academy from that state in 1874. 
He 
served with distinction throughout the 
Spanish war and the Philippine insur- 
rection and in 1904 was promoted by 
President Roosevelt from the rank of 
captain to brigadier general. 
For sev- 
eral years he served as commander 
of the department of the gulf. 
Only 
last month he was comuiissioned 
a 
major general. 


Gerieral Mills formerly was presi- 
dent of the war college and superin- 
tendent of the military academy. 
He 
worked out the mobilisation plans for 
the state troops which operated sue- 
cessfull.v during the Mexican situation. 
He contended vigorously for increasing 
the efflciency of the national guard. 
The task 
of 
federalizing 
the 
state 
troops under the plan laid out by con- 
gress in the reorganization bill re- 
cently signed has rested largely upon 
General Mills as chief of the staff mi- 
litia bureau. 


General Mills leaves, besides his wife, 
a son, Lieut. Chester P. Mills, of the 
Ninth cavalry, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Emil P. Laurson, wife of Lieutenant 
Laurson, of the l?leventh cavalry. 
The 
general was stricken with pneumonia 
last night. He was at his desk Satur- 
day afternoon 9,nd took a long horse 
back.rid^'yest^day inorning.

INVESTIGATE LATE 
POSTMASTER'S BOOKS 


William M. Baker Had Held 
Office Two Years at Time 
of His Death. 


Shortage in the accounts of tho former 
postmaster at Keystone, Wells county, 
has just been announced by ^V. B. Piatt, 
postoflice inspector. 
Charles E. Wcntz, 
newly 
commissioned 
postmaster, 
haa 
taken chaige of the office, succeeding I.. 
A. Baker, sou of William 'SI. Baker, Avho 
died June l.'J, his son taking the oflice 
as acting postmaster, he says, on the 
advice of the New England Surety com- 
pany, surety on his father's bond of 
$1,000. 
The shortage is about $1,100. 
Accounts Checked Up. 


Accounts of the office were checked 
up to Sept. 13 by Mr. Piatt and the new 
postmaster took charge. Mr. Baker had 
held ottice about two years at the time 
of his death. 
The shortage was found 
in the money order department. 
It is 
said to bo arrangement that tlie Baker 
estate will make up such portion of tho 
shortage as the bond does not cover. 
Was ifor^Faifliliai'. 


When the son took charge of the post- 
office he was unfamiliar with the work- 
ings of it and while he retained all th? 
monies intact no reports were made. Be- 
cause of the condition of the Baker es- 
tate, of which the widow is executrix, 
that part of the shortage which it will 
bear may not be furnished immediately, 
but plans for having the surety com- 
pany pay the entire shortage and then 
be reimbursed may be made. 


The fund shortage accrued over the 
entire term of office of the elder Baker.

Broken-Hearted at Going on 
City Pension Roll After 
64 Years Service.

Lieut. Raymond Asquith is 
Killed in Action in 
France. 


London,

m.) — 
Lieut. Baymond Asquith, son of Premier 
Asquith. was killecl in action on Sept. 
15. it was announced today. 


Raymond Asquith, who was in his 
thirty-eighth year, was a graduate of 
Oxford, president of the Oxford union 
and prominent as a member of the bar 
to which he was admitted in 1904. 
He 
acted as junior council for Great Britain 
in the North Atlantic fisheries arbitra- 
tion at The Hague in 1907. 
He was 
made a second lieutenant in a county 
of London regiment in 1914 and lieuten- 
ant of the Grenadier guards in 
1915. 
Raymond Asquith was the eldest son of 
the premier.

PATHWAY LEADS TO

Villa and His Command Fle0 
to Rugged Santa Clar^ 
Canyon District. 


El Paso, Texas., Sept. 18.—Two col-' 
unins of 
government 
cavalry, under; 
Gen. Matias Ramos and Col. Jose Mar-i 
rero, toda^' were pursuing Villa and hi» 
main band, which Saturday made the 
Hidalgo day attack on Chihuahua City 
into the rugged Santa Clara canyon dis-- 
trict to the northeast, according to re- 
ports to Gen. Francisco Gonzales, com«- 
mandant in Juarez. 


The bandits are Avell mounted and ap- 
parently were leading the de facto forces 
over the jagged rocks, ruinous to the' 
feet of horses, into the canyon. 
Per- 
sons familiar with the country pointed 
out that should Villa reach one of his 
lairs in the district, the government 
troops may have the greatest difificulty 
in finding him.

So bellows at you, from most of the 
big billboards of London now, posters 
in big type. 


It is only one of 1,000 urgent com- 
mands given in big posters, little pos- 
ters, sermons, 
editorials 
and 
Hyde 
Park oratory. 


Save money! 
That's the idea. Deny 
yourself. 
Cut pie. 
Give up your va- 
cation. 
Pinch. 
Save. 
It is the king's 
wish and the government's order. 


I judge from 
these 
appeals 
that 
pleasure amounts to treason felony and 
that a moment's pleasure now 
may 
cost the empire. 


One of the most startling of 
the 
posters asks: 


ARE YOU HELPING THE GER- 
MANS? 


Then the poster explains you are 
guilty of this crime if you spend money 
in any of several specified ways. 


A poster addressed to women and 
headed "Bad Form in Dress" 
con- 
demns the fair sex for not heeding 
the government's demand to wear old 
dresses and things. 


You can imagine how these appeals 
would fill with ecstacy the souls of all 
storekeepers, dressmakers and tailors 
—if anybody 
paid any attention 
to 
them. 


BUT NOBODY DOES. 
Economy? 
London never was 
so 
extravagant. 
It dances down the war 
road flinging money away with both 
hands. 


Except for the millions of poor slobs 
at the bottom everybody has it and 
everybody spends it. 
If the war is to 
be won by their selfdenial, as some 
editorial donkeys solemnly assert, it 
will never be won. 


Meantime, the poor and some others 
can refresh themselves by contemplat- 
ing the rising price lists. 
I wrote a 
month ago that the cost of living had 
increased 61 per cent. 
The increase 
has now reached 65 per cent. 


In August, 1914, household coal sold 
at $8,50 a ton. 
It now sells at $10.60. 
Beef has jumped from 18 cents to 36 
cents a pound In the two years; bacon 
16 to 38, milk 6 to 10; butter 24 to 36; 
flour 4 to 8; bread 10 to 18; coffee 24 
to 32; sugar 5 to 12. 


Clothing has Increased 65 per cent 
in price. 


There is growing agitation to have 
the government 
take over the food 
supplies. 


Apparently, the government is not 
impressed. 
It did attempt to check 
the soaring price of coal. But the mi- 
ners, by strikes and threats of more 
strikes, had secured Increases in wages. 
So the mine owners demanded 
the 
right to boost prices. 
The government 
agreed and prices soared another 62 
cents a ton, wholesale, to be followed 
by another 
advance 
when 
winter 
comes. 


Writing about the causes of popular 
discontent and imrest in Holland, I 
said one of the most serious facts was 
that while the cost of living ^vas al- 
ways mounting upon the workers they 
saw with growing disgust the great 
corporations making fabulous profits 
from war conditions. 


Take a look, then, at this list, casu- 
ally compiled, of a few of the profits 
being made by British concerns able 
to bask in or near the sunlight of war 
contracts:

company 
Increased profits from $120,470 In 1914 
to $220,680 in 1916; Locketts* Colliery, 
from $502,000 to $1,080,325; the Eng- 
lish Sewing 
Cotton 
company, 
from

Land company, from $1,916,810 to $4,- 
504,735; the Spillers and Baker com- 
pany, flour, from $446,755 to $1,087,- 
080. 


Similar profits are being piled up 
about the country by corporations and 
individuals already rich. 


How long can this go on, with the 
cost of living rising day bj' day?

As the outcome of his charges of waste and extravagance in the 
administration of Indiana state institutions under democratic rule, 
made repeatedly in his campaign addresses, ]\ir. James P. Goodrich, 
republican nominee for governor, appears to have caught a Tartar. 
Guy C. Hanna, superintendent of the Indiana Boys' school, at Plain- 
^ I d , is striking back in lively fashion that sheds an interesting light 
on this phase of the campaign. Mr. Hanna makes it very clear that, 
so far as the institution over which he presides, at least, allegations 
of extravagance and waste shall not go unchallenged. 


Figures submitted by Mr. Hanna, with a challenge that they be 
refuted, show an almost steadily diminishing total cost of mainte- 
nance for the boys' school from 1909, when the total Avas $71,128.52, 
to 1915, when the total was $52,007.96. 
This, too, is in face of the 
advancing cost of foodstuffs, clothing and fuel since the former year, 
and Mr. Hanna asserts that the cost of maintenance has never, in any 
single year of his administration, amounted to what it did in the last 
year of the administration of Mr. Goodrich's friend. Mr. Hanna ad- 
mits that his salary is more than that of his predecessor, but he be- 
\ieves he is worth more, and he cites results to substuntiaie this claim, 
indicating, at the same time, that if the state of Indiana wislies to 
pay a less salary to the superintendent of its Boys' school than it does 
to him, it will have to get another superintendent. 


Touching upon the intimation that state institutions are being 
made political machines, Mr. Hanna makes the declaration that at 
least eight heads of the state institutions arc republicans, and he be- 
lieves at least two more are, while one is a prohibitionist and the re- 
mainder are democrats. 
There is timeliness and point, too, in Mr. 
Hanna's observation that since Mr. Goodrich "has had so much to 
say about wastefulness and extravagance, it is time for him to stand 
up and tell the people exactly what institutions he refers to^ just 
what superintendents and boards of trustees he will remove if elected 
governor, and just how much he will reduce the salaries of the super- 
intendents."

STARTS PENSION SYSTEM. 


Great Northern Adopta the Pennsylvania 
Plan. 


Directors of the Great Northern rail- 
way have Bet aside tbe~Bum of $1,000,- 
000 to endow a pension plan for veter- 
an employees. 
The new plan went into 
effect on September 16, lie anniversary 
of the birth of the late Jame« J. Hill. 
The appropriation will be invested in 
bonds, interest on which will be used 
for pension», but if the fund thus creat- 
ed proves inefficient, the deficit will be 
paid out of earnings and included in 
operating expense. 
Employees are to 
be retired at the age of 70, but may 
voluntarily quit at 65 and receive pen- 
sions. 
The system will take in those 
employees who have been continuously 
in service for 20 years or more. 
For 
each year of service an allowance of 
one per cent, of the average monthly 
pay received for the 10 years preceding 
retirement will be paid, but in no case 
will the payment be less than $20 a 
month nor more than $75. 
The plan 
was worked out by James J. Hill and 
W. J. McMillan, president of the Vet- 
erans' association.

BEAD EMBROIDERY ON 
BAGS 


T 
HE accessories one carries or wear* 
with one's costume contribute much 
to the general effect. Just at pres- 
ent much attention i.s being paid to the 
beaded bags made to match milady's 
frock or suit. These are of such a na- 
ture a-s to encourage the home sewer 
to make a bag from left-over scrape of 
a frock. One type of bag that is par- 
ticularly new is the basket bag. That 
It Is narrow at the bottom, broad- 
ens out midway and then decreases in 
width again until only two-inch-wide 
straps are left to form the handle. 
Within the lower section a fabric purse 
Ib tucked and tacked securely in place. 
One illuetration of this style is made of 
dark blue silk poplin. One side of the 
bag la elaborately embroidered in silver 
thread. The style is very practical, for 
it offers a way to cover up an old bag. 


Brightly colored beads on black silk 
and velvet are most effective because 
of their contrast. 
These are used to 
outline butterflies, large floral designs 
an-d monograms. 


The home maker of these bags may 
be dubious about stamping a design o»i 
a dark silk. This is easily done. 
Re- 
move the foot from the machine and 
with the needle unthreaded stitch along 
the outlines of the design, going thru 
the paper pattern and the silk.

traced with tailor's chalk, and the pal- 
tern will bo most visible. In applying 
the beads it is not necessary that they 
be put on In a continuous line.

wages and rates, there would be no ob- 
jection, because the commission is un- 
questionably honest and capable. 


Not Playing Politics.

German General Staff to 
Aid Relief Work in 
Northern France. ^ 


T^ondon, Sept. 8,—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—The Commis- 
sion for Relief in Belgium announces 
that arrangements have been complet- 
ed with all the Interested governments 
for the augmentation during the com- 
ing year of the relief to be provided to 
the 2,200,000 civil population in the oc- 
cupied provinces of northern France. 
The steady exhaustion of food reserves 
and 
the 
diminishing vitality of the 
population has necessitated a consid- 
erable increase in the ration hitherto 
provided especially for the industrial 
populations 
in the 
Lille and Valen- 
ciennes districts. 


The allied governments have facili- 
tated financial arrangements by which 
the monthly resources of the commis- 
sion exclusively for the French popu- 
lation are to be increased from $3,400,- 
000 a month to $6,000,000 
a 
month. 
This sum will be used to provide in- 
creased 
imports 
from 
overseas 
and 
from Holland. 


The German general staff has under- 
taken, in order to prevent speculation 
and to secure rigid distribution of the 
harvest in the north of France to requi- 
sition the entire 
cereal 
and 
potato 
crop and to guarantee 
to 
the relief 
commission for the use of the civil 
population, a minimum supply of 200 
grammes of flour and 400 grammes of 
potatoes per capita per diem from the 
harvest. 
Miscellaneous 
vegetables, 
poultry, etc, are free from requisition 
by the Germans and are reserved for 
the use of the civil population, but no 
system of control-of the distribution of 
these products is possible. 


Negotiations are not ytt completed 
as to the food supply and finance for 
the tw.o other political divisions occu- 
pied by the German army which the 
commission looks after, that is, 
first, 
the two Flanders, with a population of 
1,700,000 people v/hich is under 
the 
German general staff and with regard 
to which, 
like northern France, 
the 
commission deals directly with t h e gen- 
eral staff, and second, the remaining 
part of Belgium which Is under com- 
mand of General von Bissing, 
com- 
prising i"),760,000 people, and where the 
commission carries on its negotiations 
with the German authorities through 
Minister Whitlock. 
In these areas also 
because of the steady depletion of the 
native food supplies and the increase 
1 the number of destitute the portions 
must be largely increased.

La., Sept. 18.—Wilile 
Zimmer, 12 years old, slayer of iiis own 
mother, Mrs. Mary Zimmer, mother of 
three other children, will face, within 
six weeks, the criminal district court on 
trial for his life.

try, that a boy be sent to the gallows! 


A boy, in short trousers—an urchiti 
of the streets, too young and uneducat- 
ed to think for himself and deprived of 
proper parental training from infancy-- 
must pay for his crime with his life on 
the gaUows, UNLESS— 


The mothers and fathers of Louisiana 
and every state in the country enter a 
mighty protest or plea to Chandler C. 
Luzenberg, district attorney, to drop 
the indictment charging murder in the 
first degree, and allow Willie Zimmer 
to be sent to a reform school, preferably 
the national institution at Washington, 
where he can get a chance in life! 


Women's clubs, school parents' clubs 
and individual mothers and fathers of 
New Orleans already have taken up the 
question of whether the Zimmer child 
shall have a fresh start in life and bo 
made into a man. 


Three of the leading attorneys of 
New Orleans have volunteered their 
services to give Willie a chance. They 
are fighting to give him only a chance.

Attorney Howard, who, by the way, 
has no sons, but two grown daughters, 
says he does not believe any court can 
find twelve men who will convict tlie 
Zimmer boy. 


Readers of The Sentinel will recall 
the story recently of the mental exam- 
ination of Willie Zimmer, when it was 
proposed that a surencal operation might 
reform the boy who tried to bum his 
baby sister and a oat alive; who spent 
half his life, beginning at seven years of 
age until the present, in the juvenile 
court home of New Orleans, and who 
climaxed his career of crime by killin;^ 
his mother. 


Mrs. Zimmer and her husband had 
separated, she taking their two daugh- 
ters. n and 7 years old, and baby 
3. to live in a tenement room In St. 
Thomas street, while WilHe stayed with 
his father. 
Court records show, the 
father several times threatened to kill 
Mrs.

nearly all the time because of his drink- 
ing. 


Willie, his sisters and brother "grew 
np" in the streets, quarrels at night 
their lullaby.

Willie declares he took his father's 
niatol to his mother and begged that he 
be allowed to stay with her.

with a broom. 
TTie revolver went off 
accidentally, WilHe say», and his mother 
dropped to the floor, shot through the 
breast. 
Willie threw the pistol on a 
shelf and fled. 


"If they

caught me, I'd 'a' 
lumped in the river,' said the boy—and 
he was caught fleeing in the direction 
of the Mississippi, a few blocks from 
the crime scene.

He had been ill several months of a com- 
plication of diseases. 


Mr. Low's most recent activities were 
exerted in an effort to find a solution of 
the differences between the railroad 
brotherhoods and the railroads. He had 
long been consulted by heads of the 
brotherhoods. 


Mr. Low's illness was attributed by his 
friends to a general breakdown. 
Since 
the beginning of the European war he 
had been especially active as president 
of the iiew York chamber of commerce 
and president of the National Civic fed- 
eration. He was chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of Tuskegee institute, 
delegate at large to the recent New York 
state constitutional convention, and a 
member of a government commission ap- 
pointed to investigate labor troubles in 
Colorado. 


As chairman of the committee on city 
government in the constitutional conven- 
tion Mr. Low is said to have worked con- 
tinuously for six months many hours in 
the day and night. 


Career of Seth Low. 


Seth Low was born in Brooklyn, Jan. 
IS, 18.50. 


In 1880 Mr. Low first became promi- 
nent in politics. He was elected mayor 
of Brooklyn by the regular republican 
and independent forces. In 1883 he was 
re-elected for a second term. 


In 1890 Mr. IJOw was offered the pres- 
idency of Columbia and accepted. 
In 
IftOl he resigned, but continued as a 
trustee until July, 1914, when his resig- 
nation from that board ended a connec- 
tion of thirty-three years. 


Elected Mayor of New York. 


Mr. Low wag nominee of the Citizens' 
union for mayor of New York in 1897, 
but the Tammany forces? defeated both 
Gen. Tracy, the republican nominee, 
and Mr. T^w. In 
1900 Mr. Low ran 
again on a reform ticket and was elect- 
ed. 


In addition to the public service al- 
ready noted IMr. Low held innumerable 
quasi-public offices, such as the presi- 
dency of the National Civic federation 
and as a. delegate to the peace confer- 
ence a.t The Hague in 1899. 


Mr. Low married in 1880 Annie Wroe 
Srolly (^irtip. of Boston, daughter of 
Juetic« Benjamin Robins Curtis, of the 
Ignited States supreme court, .and they 
enjoyed a happy home life. 
Mr. and 
Mrs." Low had no children, but two 
nieces and a nephew made their home 
with them.
